I, GHeERAL 

This was a long range missicn with throes Task Forces flying tho sano 
course. Radar plotting was voy ond for the area involved and R/T was 
satisfactory. It was poasible to svack the to. ters and fighters to approxi- 
netely the Hasbure area and it's mown that tho 564, 565 and 353rd Groups 
R/V! carly and slightly south of the bomber courso. Prior to tho first R/T 
point, two combat wings of the ist ATF and one group of the 3rd ATF woro ro- 
ported by Pinetree to have ebcrted. 

At thet time ell fightore were flying as planned and it was balievod 
that the remaining bombers had continved.on the mission. is a matter of fact 
it was prosumod that the bombers had bombed on tino end wore withdrawing as 
scheduled when the first notice of 2 general recall came from Pinetree. The 
Dombers of tho lst and 3rd ATH wore reported by Pinetree to be leaving Eanburg 
area on a course of 245 degroes, and as the 355th Group was still on tho 
ground, its course was changed go that it would intercept the bombers on the 
way out, 

The 355th Group was ordered to carry out its mission as planned in case 
some bombers continued on the course as set out.
